The following remarks are submitted to supplement the 
Amendment filed on October 12, 2006, and are in specific 
response to the Advisory Action mailed October 31, 2006. 

In the Advisory Action, it was stated that Applicant's 
argument that the invention is allowable over the Ponchel 
patent was not found to be persuasive because the evidence 
should have been in declaration form. In response, Applicant 
submits herewith a Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 signed by 
inventor Timothy Warner, directed to inoperability of the prior 
art, and more specifically, to Example 6 of the Ponchel patent, 
which is thought to represent either a typographical error or a 
poor measurement. The declaration explains in detail why the 
value for compressive yield strength given for Example 6 is not 
consistent with the values of the other examples, and therefore 
does not teach one of ordinary skill in the art that an 
optimized compressive yield strength can be obtained for an 
equivalent time of 100 to 230 hours at 120°C. 
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
